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LIGHT FRANCHISE 


Presented to City Co uncil Ex pla ined 


by E. J. Co ndo n. 


Edward J. Condon, one of the three 
parties ask ing for 
a franchise to 
build, operate and maintain an elec 
tic light plant in this city was present 
at the meeting of the board of public 
safety Friday night and upon 
quest of the members of the board, 
which is composed of the entire coun­ 
cil, explained several provisions con­ 
tained in the franchise. 
The franchise 
proposes to grant 
to 
Willard C. 
Bevins, Frank R. Grover and Edward 
J. Condon a franchise 
for twenty 
years to operate and maintain an 
electric light plant for the purpose of 
supplying 
electricity 
for lighting, 
heating and other 
purposes. 
The 
franchise gives the right to the gran­ 
tees of acq uiring the plant already in 
existence here. 
The second section provides for the 
k ind of poles that shall be erected and 
that the city council reserves the right 
to change the position of any pole or 
light at the cost of the grantees. 
The third section provides that in 
setting the poles and stringing the 
wires the streets, 
alleys and other 
public places shall be left in a3 good 
condition as they were before the work 
was commenced. 
It is provided in the fourth section 
that in placing the wires and electric­ 
al appliances, the grantees or succes­ 
sors shall not unnecessarily interfere 
with any right enjoyed by any person 
or corporation of the city. 
The fifth section provides that the 
appliances shall 1)6 erected in a safe 
and substantial manner, and the cost 
of restoring the 
streets, 
pavements 
and sidewalk s to their former condi­ 
tion shall be borne entirely by the 
grantees. 
Section six provides that when it is 
practicable to extend the electric ser­ 
vice “ the petitioners shall contract 
with grantees to tak e electric current 
for a period of not less than one year, 
and the total sum of such contracts, 
so made, shall equal for the first year 
at least ten (10) per cent, of the actual 
cost of such extention.” 
It is further 
understood that no contract shall be 
accepted for less than one dollar per 
month. 
The cost of mak ing electric 
connections from the trunk line to the 
meter in house connection shall be 
borne by grantees. 
Mr. 
Condon 
stated that each connection cost about 
$18. 
Thy section 
further provides 
“ that the city of Seymour shall order 
one arc street light or lights eq uiva­ 
lent thereto for every one thousand 
feet of such extention by said grantees. ’’ 
Section seven gives the grantees the 
right to vend electric current, and to 
mak e a minium charge of thirty-live 
cents per month as meter rent, where 
the consumption of electricity if less 
than that amount. 
The commercial 
arc lights may be had every night 
until 11 o ’clock for $.1.00 per month 
or by meter as desired. 
The meter 
rates are as follows:

or fails to pay his bill within twenty 
days. 
Section eight provides that an in­ 
demnifying bond shall be gi*en to the 
city by grantees for $5,000, to insure 
city against loss by reason of dam­ 
ages sustained by any person or cor­ 
poration by reason of construction or 
maintainance. 
Section nine provides that grantees 
shall defend any action at law or suit 
in equity resulting from failure to 
comply with conditions of ordinance. 
In section ten it is 
provided that 
the re- £ rantee shall °ot be required to turn 
on electric current in any house or 
place of business until all connections 
are properly inspected. 
Section eleven provides free lights 
in city building to an amount to be 
agreed upon. 
Section twelve gives city right to use 
poles of grantees for attaching fire or 
police telegt aph system, free of expense. 
Section thirteen provides that the 
grantees shall have the wires, 
lamps 
and electrical appliances in use within 
twelve months after the passage and 
acceptance of ordinance. 
Section fourteen provides that the 
ordinance shall be for a term of twen 
ty years. 
Section fifteen provides that the or 
dinance shall,be in effect and irrepeal 
able after acceptance which shall be 
within thirty days after passage and 
publication. 
The last section provides that if 
grantees transfer their rights all lia 
bility upon their part shall cease.

At the close of this interesting and 
novel program and elegant banquet 
was served in several courses.

In the meantime due notice will be 
given so that all the children under 
sixteen years of age will be informed 
i of the ruling of the board. 
The matter of enforcing the law was 
considered some time 
ago, and it 
seemed to be the prevailing opinion 
of the councilmen that the law should 
be obeyed. 
When the ordinance was 
passed and for several years after­ 
wards it was strictly enforced, and 
met with the approval of the people. 
During the past few months the 
officers have received numerous re­ 
ports of the misconduct of young girls 
and boys upon the streets, and it was 
deemed advisable to enforce the ordi­ 
nance.

.vides that it shall be unlawful for any

Reports ware made to the police a 
few week s ago that the boys frequently 
congregateding in front of the Majes­ 
tic Theàtre and other public places, 
and that their actions were often ob­ 
jectionable and annoying. 
The matter 
was referred to the city marshal and 
the police, who have been watching 
such 
places 
with 
greater 
care, 
have succeeded in 
k eeping 
better 
order. 
Other reports were also heard. 
The board of public safety order 
that a notice be published in the daily 
papers that the curfew law would be 
more rigidly enforced, and the police 
were instructed to carry out the pro­ 
visions of the ordinance.

In th a t mansion used to !*e 
F ree hearted h osp itad ty; 
G reat tires up the chim ney roared;

T here you th s and maiden dream ing strayed. 
Gathering Place for the Women—Votive 
Offerings by the Religious. 
Dr. George Martin of the thermal sta­ 
tion of Hanimau-Uirha gives au interest­ 
ing account of the Arabs who come in 
•crowds to take the baths at that station. 
Their number every year can be esti­ 
mated at more than 20,000. 
Of these bathers about two-thirds arc 
■women. 
Besides the medical effect the 
baths are fcr the Arab woman a meet- 
ing place 
where 
she 
encounters 
her 
friends, as they remain a loug time in 
the baths, three-quarters of an hour «*r 
more. 
They dip themselves in the water 
from time to time, then, sitting on the 
curb, they chat, laugh and sing. 
Sometimes one of them addresses an 
invocation to the Sultan Sliman (Sale- 
rum), patron of the springs hidden in the 
mountain. 
The more believing some­ 
times receive their recompense in 
the steam rise from the waters, 
the bath the native rolls himself 
cloak and lies in me sun. 
To quench the burning thirst which 
(Vie very warm bath gives Arabs suck 
the juice of lemons or oranges or they 
go to the "cafe maure” attached to the 
baths to drink a tiny cup of coffee. Many 
A*abs, instead of coming to the estab­ 
lishment, prefer to take the bath in the 
open air. 
On the side of the hill a 
spring flows from the rock and the na­ 
tives come to bathe in the natural basin 
where the water gushes out. 
As a votive offering me women hang 
portions of their veils on the neighboring 
bushes. 
The childless come there piously 
to plunge in their small stuff dolls. 
It is 
there that the prayer is above all agree­ 
able to 
Sidi 
Sliman. 
They sacrifice 
fowls to him, they burn incense and 
«pices in the earthen braziers, and it is 
In his honor that the little many colored 
wax tapers stuck in the ground burn so 
•often at night.—London Globe.

Christian Burials at Jerusalem. 
Until about fifty years ago Christians 
in Jerusalem, and Franciscans as well,

FARM AND HOME. 


Weeds in Feed Mixtures. 
Large quantities of seeds of pestilent 
weeds, of which a considerable portion 
are alive and will under proper condi­ 
tions grow, are sold in feed mixtures. 
These w’eed seeds arc not always quickly 
detected, because of being mixed w’ith 
chaff, oat hulls, linseed, barley and corn 
products, and sometimes with molasses. 
Ground weed seed may have 
a 
food 
value, hut it is very doubtful if small 
whole seeds are broken and digested by 
the animal. 
A sample of barley sprouts 
was sent to the Connecticut station for 
examination. 
The sample containi 1: 
Barley sprouts. 70.5 per cent; 
corn 
cockle, 14 per cent; wild (tats, 10 per 
ecnl.; bindweed, 2.8 per cent.; four other 
species of weeds, 2.7 per cent.; total, 
100 per cent. 
These facts are naturally not men­ 
tioned in the statements of composition, 
yet they arc more important 
to 
the 
buyer than the chemical analysis.

Saving Seed. 
Look after the saving of seed from 
the best specimens of tomatoes, cucum­ 
bers, squash and other vegetables, and 
when they are perfectly dry, place in 
glass jars so they will be free from the 
depredation)* 
of 
mice. 
Label the jars 
with the name of the variety and the 
year grown, and if there is any item 
you wish to remember connected with a 
certain kind or variety make a note of 
it and place with the seeds while the 
fact is fresh in your mind. 
Seed should also 
be 
saved of peas, 
beans and su’eet corn, as these are so 
bulky and cost so much to buy. \Y here 
there is danger of weevil, it w’ould he 
well to place a little bisulphide of car­ 
bon in the vessel containing the peas 
and beans, cover tightly and leave a few 
hours before removing the seeds to the 
receptacle they are to be kept in over 
winter. 
This will destroy the weevil, 
hut will not hurt the germinating quali­ 
ties of the peas.-— Agricultural Epito- 
mist.

Milking. 
Milking under quiet, favorable eondi- 
• lions is quite important, for the follow­ 
ing reasons plainly set forth by John 
rroughs. the eminent naturalist, in 
speaking of the supposed' power of cows 
to “hold-up” their milk. 
Says Mr. Bur­ 
roughs: “Most fanners and country peo­ 
ple thinn. that the ‘giving down’ or ‘hold­ 
ing up’ the milk by the cow is a volun­ 
tary act. 
In fact, they fancy that the 
udder is a vessel filled with milk, and 
that the cow releases or withholds it just 
as she chooses. But the udder is a manu­ 
factory; it is filled with 
blood 
from 
which the milk is manufactured while 
you milk. 
This process is controlled by 
the cow’s nervous system; when she is 
excited or in any way disturbed, as by a 
stranger, or by taking away her calf, or 
any other cause, tin* process is arrested 
and the milk will not flow. 
The whole 
process is as involuntary as is digestion 
in man, and is disturbed or arrested in 
about the same way.”—Missouri Dairy­ 
man. 


Making Cement Walks. 
Cement walks on farms are becoming 
quite common 
in 
some communities. 
They are easily made and are everlast­ 
ing if made right. 
A good many farm­ 
ers are doing without them because of 
the expense. 
If the sand is hauled at 
odd times and the walk put down in 
sections as the time can be spared, the 
expense will not be felt, because the 
cost of materials in the country is not 
very great, and then it is a great satis­ 
faction to have good walks. 
If the subsoil is porous and allows the 
j water to fall awav rapidly so as to pre­ 
vent free ring, it is not necessary to ex- 
’ cavate for a foundation, as the walk will 
| not settle. 
But where the subsoil is a 
; stiff clay it is better to excavate from 
I fourteen to sixteen inches and fill to 
1 within four and a half inches with cin­ 
ders or gravel to make a firm founda­ 
tion. 
Two by fours are used for tin* 
sides of the form, taking great care to 
level them. 
The medium mixture is one part Port­ 
land cement to two and one-half parts 
coarse sand and five parts crushed rock 
well mixed and thoroughly wetting it 
so it will pack well. 
This is shoveled 
into within one-half inch from the top 
of the forms. 
The walk is now cut 
through the concrete to the cinders to 
allow for expansion and contraction. 
The surface coating is composed of one 
part cement and two and one-half parts 
of sand mixed to the consistency of mor­ 
ta r and spread ov<*r 
the 
concrete in 
forms and smoothed with a trowel. Cover 
the walk to protect it from the sun and 
it will be ready for use in three days, 
but will not get its ultimate strength 
before thirty days.—Agricultural 
Epi­ 
tomist. 


Telling Age of Poultry. 
English authorities hold that there is 
no certain test of age for poultry, but 
they admit and endorse the experience, 
of the writer that in general the spurs 
both of hens ami cocks will distinguish a 
2 -year-old bird, but there are exceptions 
in which really young birds develop old- 
looking spurs, while really second-year 
birds preserve the short, rounded spurs 
of a cockerel. 
The texture of the legs is a guide to 
some extent, and so is the delicacy and 
freshness of the skin of the faee and 
comb, but still an occasional hen will 
preserve her youthful appearance to a 
startling degree. 
The skin of the body is a better test, 
becoming coarse and drier looking with 
age. 
Formerly the wing feathers were con 
side rod an absolute test as between a 
pullet and a hen 
even after the long 
practice of early breeding had made the 
molting of early pullets quite common. 
To a certain extent the absence of pul­ 
let quills still i» regarded a s evidence of 
greater age, but for sprue time these 
feathers also h a v e been becoming more 
and more uncertain a s to the actual fact, 
unnaturally early hatching having upset 
all the old rules. 
It is more difficult to judge the age of 
water fowls than of other poultry, part­ 
ly from the absence 
of 
spurs, partly 
from greater longevity, and partly he- ; 
cause the water keeps their legs soft and 
fresh. 
Ducks waddle more heavily as they 
grow older, ami after two or three years 
acquire a depression down the breast. 
An abdominal pouch of great size in­ 
dicates great age in geese. 
Turkeys up to a year old are said to 
have black feet, which grow pink up to 
3 years of age, when they gradually turn 
gray and dull. 
Age in pigeons is often told by the 
color of the breast. 
In squabs the’ flesh 
looks whitish a-» seen through the skin, 
but becomes more and more purplish as 
the bird grows older.— M. K. Boyer.

Fertilizers and Manures. 
The Ohio experiment station has car­ 
ried on several series of experiments in 
the use of fertilizers and manures on 
crops grown in systematic rotations. 
In 
one of those experiments, located on the 
farm of the main station at Wooster, 
on a soil peculiarly responsive to the 
action of fertilizer-» and manure, there 
has been produced, from one 
of 
the 
treatments, a fourteen-year-average in­ 
crease to the value of about $8.50 an 
a're annually in a rotation of corn, oats, 
wheat, clover and timothy. 
The cost of 
the fertilizer producing this increase has 
amounted to $23 for each five-year rota­ 
tion, or 
a 
little more than $4.50 an­ 
nually, thus leaving a net profit of $4 
an acre, or enough to pay the rental of 
the land. 
I know of no similar test in 
which results equal to this have been 
attained for so long a period. But on the 
same farm, stable manure, used on a 
rotation of corn, expects that 
in 
the 
average the increase in value of the ani- 


Beef Cattle Fed on Silage. 
During recent years a number of th** 
state experimental stations have carried 
on a series of experiments which have 
demonstrated th at silage 
can 
advan­ 
tageously be fed to beef cattle. 
The 
Tennessee experimental station lias espe­ 
cially given dost* attention to this m at­ 
er, probably more so 
than 
any other 
station, and in one ot its bulletins shows 
how silage increases the carrying capac­ 
ity of the land. Ordinarily from two to 
three acres of blue grass is required to 
carry a 1000-pound 
steer 
after 
six 
months, when gaining from 300 to 400 
pounds. 
Four 800-pound steers were fed 
for 150 days on the production of less 
than an acre 
of 
land in the form of 
silage and gained ’»66 pounds during that 
period. 
W hen beef is raised on long that is 
high-priced, the above facts show espe­ 
cial strength in favor of silage. 
In 1003 
a feed test was carried on by the Mich­ 
igan station for th<* purpose of ascer­ 
taining the relative number of pounds of 
beef that could be produced from corn 
fed in the form of silage, in the form of 
»hock corn and in the form of corn and 
eornmeal. 
The corn w’a» secured from 
three different pieces of land, each nearly 
an acre in size, 
in addition to the corn 
fed in this manner the steers were fed 
daily rat ion» of 5 pounds of corn and 
cob meal, 2 pounds of oil meal and 4 
pounds of clover hay. After the experi­ 
ment had continued for twelve weeks the 
average daily gain of the steers had been 
as follows: lo r the silage fed lot, 2.22 
pounds; for the shock-fed, 2.02, and for 
the corn and cob meal lot.

Noses that are wide at the tip suggest 
a trusting and confiding nature. 
Large 
nostrils denote courage; small nostrils 
show fear; nostrils which run up the 
front of the nose indicate coarseness of 
tastes; they resemble those of a pig.

People who show the whites 
above and below’ tne pupils of the eye 
are generally restless and half simple. It 
is known as the “stupid eye.” 
There is up»re intensity and passion in 
dark eyes, whereas gray or light blue 
eyes are calculating, cool, and more pre- 
vise. 
Straight eyebrows denote the mascu­ 
line element of character. Arched eye­ 
brows show a softer and more feminine 
temperament. Eyebrows which jut down 
into the nose in a Mephistophelean man­ 
ner indicate tlie faculty of untruth; they 
are called the "lying eyebrows,” nud are 
often seen in the Chinese, a nation not 
particularly noted for veracity.

To mention one of the simpler 
problems that had to be considered: We 
know that the center of the river span 
rises and falls probably more than nine» 
feet each way, partly due to the load­

temperature 
changes. 
The maximum deflection of 
the Williamsburg bridge, n much more 
rigid structure, is only 6 feet 9 inches. 
Its four main cables are each made up 
of 
37 
strands 
and 
each 
strand 
contains 208 wires, making 7696 wires in. 
each cable, or 31,784 wires in the four 
main cables, making nearly 18,000 mile» 
of wire. 
And, as we have said, these 
cables stretch enough, owing to expan­ 
sion and contraction, as w*ell ns to the 
effect of the live load on the bridge, to 
allow the center of the bridge to deflect 
0 feet 9 inches, and yet this is a v e r y 
rigid suspension bridge. 
The extreme 
deflection 
of 
the 
Blackw’ells 
Island 
bridge, due to temperature and loading, 
is expected to be about twenty inches a si 
against nearly seven feet for Williams­ 
burg and eighteen feet or so for the old 
Brooklyn

On the front of the sledge 
a crossbar sustains two long perpendicu­ 
lar sticks, over which a piece of white 
cloth is stretched, or when that is not 
attainable,

skin 
is 
substituted. 
Through a hole in this cloth screen the 
innzsle of the rifle protrudes, 
“ Holding 
his blind before him, Eiseeyou was en­ 
abled to walk with«:n three or four hun­ 
dred yards of a seal without startling it, 
then he dropped on hands and knees and 
pushed the little sledge tiefore him. Thus 
hidden behind the cloth screen, which so 
blended with the ice as to arouse in the 
seal uo suspicion of danger, he approach­ 
ed within fifty yards before shooting.

No Pleasure There. 


BLACK HAND CHIEFS. 


Revelations in Connection with the Ar­ 
rest of Italian Counterfeiters. 
The real heart of the “ Black H a n d ” 
organization in this country w as reached 
by United States secret service agents 
in a raid on counterfeiters in New York. 
The object of the raid was to exterm i­ 
nate an organization which has been cir­ 
culating spurious bills made in Italy and 
shipped to this country in sealed cans as 
vegetable products. 
It was discovered last April that $2 
and $5 hills were being circulated by the 
thousands in New York, particularly in 
the Hudson river valley. 
W ashington 
w as appealed to, and secret service men 
took up the case. 
They came to New 
York and lived in dingy rooms on the 
east side while they collected their evi­ 
dence. 
A month ago they arrested fif­ 
teen counterfeiters and accomplices who 
circulated the spurious bills. 
From the 
prisoners they learned that the plates 
from which the bills were printed were 
m ade in Palermo, and th a t the counter­ 
feit money was shipped to this country. 
To the store of Milone came cans la­ 
beled olive oil. 
Several cans in each 
shipm ent 
contained 
counterfeit 
bills. 
Each can was of the proper weight, and 
the suspicions of the customs officials 
were not aroused. 
Sometimes a box 
containing m acaroni or spaghetti would 
contain a consignment of the bills. 
W hen the secret service men went to 
the home of Guiseppi Morello, 207 E ast 
107th street, they found him in bed with 
Nieolo Terranova. 
Each had a revol­ 
ver under his pillow and every cartridge 
contained scatter-shot, such as is used in 
sporting shotguns, in addition to the reg­ 
ular bullet. 
As the agent« entered they 
saw eight letters piled on a rough table. 
Mrs'. 
Morello, carrying an infant, di­ 
vined what was about to 
occur 
and 
thrust them beneath the shawl of the 
child. 
B ut the secret service men saw 
the move and got the missives. 
Then a revelation to “Black H a n d ” 
operations in 
New 
York 
came. 
For 
every one of the letters Mas directed to 
some wealthy Italian, demanding sum s 
from $1000 up. 
Evidently the house 
was the headquarters for the “Black 
H a n d ” organization and Morello was the 
leader, or at least the “ literary agent.” 
None of the $5 notes was found at the 
Milone store, w here the principal raid 
occurred. 
A valise, which Leolaca Yas- 
si. one of the captured men, said was 
left in liis care a week ago by a stra n ­ 
ger, bore his brother’« name. 
It con­ 
tained 1200 bogus $2 bills. 
Fourteen prisoners were taken by the 
secret service men, all 
charged with 
counterfeiting or passing the bogus bills. 
Eight of them were caught in the gro­ 
cery store of Dominico Milone. 
The 
secret service men separated after the 
raid, and with the aid of ten detectives 
from the Italian bureau captured the 
six other suspects they wanted.

Novel Sight on Some W estern Irrigated 
Farms. 
In western K ansas and eastern Colo­ 
rado, M’h e re most v in e crops grow to 
perfection on the irrigated lands, hun­ 
dreds of acres of cucumbers, cantaloupes 
and M 'aterm elon.s are reserved for seed 
by seed companies and by farm ers who 
groM' th e m for the seed houses. 
It is a 
common sight from October to th e first 
of December to see the seed threshers in 
the 
fields 
of 
cucumbers 
and 
melons 
threshing them for their seeds, suys a 
w riter in the K an sas City Stur. 
The growing of cucumbers for seed is 
considered very profitable, and often the 
owner clears from $100 to $1.10 an acre 
as the seed brings $1 to $2 a pound. 
W hile the cucumbers might be sold to 
canning factories, many farm ers prefer 
to let them remain for the seed, ns the 
expense of gathering is not so great, the 
income an acre being about as much. 
The threshing costs a reasonable amount. 
The cucumbers are grown in rows six 
feet ap art both ways, and the seeds are 
planted the last of April or the first of 
May. 
A fter the plants come through the 
ground, they are hoed and irrigated, the 
furrow s for the w ater running length- 
lise with the rows and close to the hills. 
A cultivator is used to stir the soil and 
keep it mellow until the vines are run­ 
ning well between the roM’s, then the 
cultivation ceases. 
The cucumbers are 
left to grow until the latter part of Sep­ 
tember, when 
they 
are 
gathered and 
piled for threshing. 
About five rows of 
cucumbers are piled together. 
The cucumber thresher is built on a 
wagou-like frame, supuorted by great 
wdde wheels and draw n by two horses. 
A t the rear of the machine is stationed a 
little tM'o-horse gasoline engine, 
m hieh 
operates the machinery of the thresher. 
J u s t in front of the engine is the crusher 
th a t looks like a common cider mill. 
It 
con* a ins two iron rollers, moving togeth­ 
er and crushing the cucumbers as they 
pass between them. 
Against the crush­ 
er sits the fram ew ork 
containing the 
seede,, 
Cucumbers p'nss from the crusher into 
this large cylindrical seeder, which sits 
horizontally. 
The outer surface of the 
seeder is a wire netting with meshes 
large enough to permit the seed to drop 
through into the vat below, hut retaining 
the crushed cucumbers. 
The front end 
of tin* cylinder being lower than the 
rear, the cucumbers are rolled slowly for­ 
w ard by its revolutions until they drop 
out a t tlie horses’ heels. 
W hen the vat beneath the cylinder is 
filled with seed, a seed box is draw n on 
a low sled to the opening at the side of 
the machine, and the seeds arc allowed 
to run out a ¿pout into it. 
The thresh­ 
ing proceeds, and the seed is hauled 
aw av to a place where it is thoroughly 
washed 
from 
all foreign 
m atter and 
spread out on screening wire enclosed in 
fram es to dry.

T he appointm ent of three gentlewomen» 
of the highest character to m embership' 
in the board of education should be re­ 
garded not only as a signal victory for 
“ feminists.” but also as a bright prom­ 
ise of improvement in the schools.

sensible in the idea that women should1 
bear a leading part in the education of 
children that the wonder is that women 
are not alw ays and everywhere to be 
found on school boards.

But 
it has been falsely supposed that th e 
cast school systems of the great cities 
involve so much bargaining and finance 
th a t the feminine mind is inadequate to 
deal with their problems.

Value of Manure. 
T he plant food in a ton of manure 
varies som ewhat with the kind of live 
stock. 
Thus young, 
growing 
animals 
and animals giving milk will retain a 
larger proportion of the nitrogen and 
phosphorus than rattening stock, work 
horses or other m ature animals. 
On tin* 
other hand, it is well to understand that 
the difference in value frequently consi­ 
dered, as, for example, between sheep 
m anure and cattle m anure, is due al 
most entirely to differences in wrater con­ 
tent. 
As a m atter of fact, manure from 
M*ork horses or from fattening steers fed 
on clover hay and heavy grain rations 
is fully as rich and valuable ¡is sheep 
m auure if both are reduced to the same 
percentage of dry matter. 
Of course, 
sheep manure containing only GO per 
cent of w ater is twice as rich as cattle 
m anure containing 80 per cent of water. 
Average moderately 
fresh 
cattle 
or 
horse manure, made from clover and 
timothy hay and some grain, with suffi­ 
cient straw' bedding to absorb and re­ 
tain the liquid manure, will contain per 
ton of manure about 10 pounds of nitro­ 
gen, 2 pounds of phosphorus and 
10 
pounds of potassium, on the basis of 25 
per cent, of dry m atter. 
Computed at 
the present m arket values for these ele­ 
m ents—15 cents a pound for nitrogen, 12 
cents for phosphorus, and G cents for po-

What 11« Ha* Hone for ^(rnaalinK 
Humanity. 
Jacob A. Riis of New York is a 
philanthropist 
who has done much 
for humanity. 
He is a Dane by birth. 
He came here poor, he has amassed a 
fortune. 
He worked at a dozen dif­ 
ferent callings and found starvation 
painfully close to him at the end of 
each. 
He finally secured a position as 
reporter of a news agency in New 
York, where his indomitable industry 
attracted the attention of the Tribune 
and he was offered a reporter’s posi­ 
tion thereon. Once there he began his 
warfare on the Croton water. 
At first 
the other papers laughed at him, and 
strove to belittle 
his 
efforts. 
But 
Jacob Riis, with his wonderful power 
of stick-to-itiveness did not mind a 
little thing like that. 
He persisted in 
his attacks and warned the people that 
if they did not correct the abuse they 
would surely suffer from typhoid tever 
by and by. One day typhoid came and 
then Jacob Riis found his Tribune ar­ 
ticles were in great demand. 
His next efforts were in behalf of 
decent lodgings for the poor. 
He had 
been kicked out of a New York police 
station where he applied for lodgings 
once, when he was wretchedly poor, 
because he was a Dane and the police 
sergeant was a German! 
It was at a 
time when Denmark was threatened 
with war by Germany. 
Riis went, to 
Boston and found that 
there appli­ 
cants for lodgings were accommodated 
with 
a comfortable 
bed, and 
were 
given a good breakfast in the morning. 
The only condition for this luxury was 
that each lodger was required to take 
a bath before he retired. 
This condi­ 
tion kept the lodging houses free from 
a crowd—for Mr. Baner stated it as a 
fact that the average tramp dreaded a 
hath more than he did his loss of 
sleep for a night! 
When he returned 
from 
Boston, Riis sought 
out the 
mayor of New York, who was then 
Hugh J. Grant, and exploited to him 
the advantage of Boston’s municipal 
lodgings as compared with New York’s 
“Yes,” said 
Mayor 
Grant. “I have 
heard all about Boston’s way of lodg­ 
ing tramps until I am tired of it 
I don’t think New York will adopt it.” 
Thus Riis began his warfare on Tam­ 
many 
Hall, 
wTiose 
representative 
Mayor Grant was. 
The next movement of Jacob Riis 
was in behalf of better tenements, for 
the poor in New 
York—where the 
poor are so crow'ded together that a 
family of eight persons occupy a single 
room—10 by 12 feet; and of one little 
girl who was seeking to look out of a 
window to catch a glimpse of the sun, 
which she did three times in summer. 
Mr. Riis said if the landlords of the 
New York tenements would be satis­ 
fied with 7 per cent on their invest­ 
ments the tenants could be decently 
cared for. 
But they want 25 and they 
get it from the poorest and most mis­ 
erable of the population outside the 
poorhouse and the jail. 
Not only does 
this overcrowding 
result 
in 
untold 
misery, but it is the source of vice 
which supplies nearly all the wretched 
women, men and boys who follow this 
horrible kind of life.

According to a New York paper, a 
report comes from Florida that the 
last survivors of the Seminole tribe, 
headed by Chief Tiger Tail, will soon 
remove to Oklahoma, to the Seminole 
reservation in that State, abandoning 
the Everglades, where they were born 
and where their fathers fought. 
The 
report may be true, but common sense 
would dictate that the Seminóles stay 
where they are. 
For one thing, the 
Seminole reservation in Oklahoma has 
been allotted and subdivided, and the 
lands not taken for members of the 
tribe have been bought by white men. 
The Florida Seminóles would have to 
struggle amid 
strange and crowded 
surroundings. 
Tiger 
Tail's band leads the most 
comfortable, care-free life imaginable. 
Right there in Florida, close to the 
wdnter resorts and the hum of civilized 
existence, they carry on their hunting 
and their forest rovings 
exactly as 
they did 100 years ago. They are wdld 
Indians of the w ildest sort, and yet 
are wholly harmless. The vast swamps 
of the Everglades house them well: 
they should be left alone to adorn 
th e landscape and add color to the pic- 
t ure. 
To this day little is known of the 
Everglades. 
Swamp, hummocks, jun­ 
gles and waterways, they lie in silent 
splendor, a picture of greens and blues, 
untraveled by the w*hite man, and ap­ 
parently impossible of penetration save 
to the Seminole. 
Tiger Tail’s men go 
and come in their canoes gliding up 
and down the waterways and finding 
their road amid the saw' grass and the 
jungle lanes. 
Without them many an 
adventurous hunter and tourist would 
die amid the solitudes, and they have 
never been known to rob or mistreat 
the lost traveler. 
The exact number of Tiger Tail’s 
people 
is 
not 
known; 
government 
agents number them 
at 575, 
while 
Floridans think there are about 400. 
They are full-bloods, clad in the cool 
and comfortable Indian dress of the 
southern tribes, well-armed, intelligent 
and good looking. 
When Osceola stirred the Seminóles 
to war in 1835 they numbered about 
3,000. 
In seven years of fighting the 
government caught and sent west 1,920 
of the tribe. 
In 1842 it was supposed 
that only :14S Seminóles were left, and 
these were allowed to stay in the 
swampy Everglades. A few years later 
these went on the warpath and some 
50 or 60 were caught and sent to In-, 
dian Territory. 
Since then there has 
been no trouble in the swamps. 
Some of the Seminóles who 
went 
west, headed by Coacoochee, a won­ 
derful warrior, broke away and fled 
to Mexico, where a few of them yet 
remain. 
The rest stayed on the re­ 
serve, learned the arts of peace, and 
intermixed with the white men. When 
their lands were allotted a couple of 
years ago, they numbered—full and 
mixed-bloods 
together—about 
2,200. 
They are well educated, hardly distin­ 
guishable 
from the 
whites 
around 
them, and have only 
language and 
traditions to link 
them 
with 
the 
plumed hunters of the Everglades.

A PRIEST IN CONGRESS.

Naval 
salutes are of interest to 
landsmen as well as to jack tars. The 
artillery salute Is the survival of one 
of those ceremonial practices which 
formerly had some definite moaning, 
and as used to-day signifies not only 
an honor to the flag or representative 
oi a friendly nation, but also that the 
vessel saluting has no hostile intent. 
Shotted guns fired by the full arm a­ 
ment of the ship were used in the 
seventeenth 
century, as if to say: 
“Now every gun is empty and we are 
unarmed.” 
Blank salutes became the 
eighteenth century fashion. 
When in due time it became the 
practice to give a special salute for a 
certain rank or occasion the odd num- 
bei of guns—in which all salutes are 
measured—was selected in order that 
the salute might open as well as close 
on the “honor” side of the ship, the 
Nessels starboard. 
When the United 
States first attained national standing 
the existing national salute of 21 guns 
was adopted, in accordance with the 
usage of other countries, by our army 
and navy. 
So in international usage 
the national salute for every country 
is of 21 guns; while the American na­ 
tional salute, used in our own country, 
is one gun for every state. 
The earli­ 
est instance of this domestic salute 
was that which history 
records as 
given at the raising of the first Amer­ 
ican flag, when Captain John Paul 
Jones fired thirteen guns, one in honor 
of each of the 13 original states. 
The number of guns fired in an ar­ 
tillery salute varies in accordance with 
the rank of the officer or personage 
aluted. 
The President's salute is, of 
course, 21 guns. Admirals of the navy, 
generals of the army, Governors of 
the states, ambassadors from foreign 
countries and justices of the Supreme 
Court are saluted by a salvo of 17 
guns. 
Salutes gradually diminish in 
the number of guns fired until they 
reach the lowest grade, seven for a 
junior commanding officer or our con­ 
sul at a foreign portt. 
Custom varies in European coun 
tries, but all foreign rulers have more 
powder burnt in their honor than is 
consumed in the American Presiden­ 
tial salute. 
King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra are saluted with a salvo of 
51 guns, and members of the royal 
family and important state and mili­ 
tary personages receive a fewer num­ 
ber, as arranged by law. 
Kaiser Wil­ 
helm outranks any other contempo­ 
rary sovereign, being saluted by the 
largest amount of noise, the imperial 
salute consisting of 101 guns. 
This is 
the standard for Emperors and for 
some Kings. 
The birth of an heir to 
the throne of a state is signalized by 
101 guns also, as happened only re­ 
cently when the little Princess of Hol­ 
land was born.

“Here in the brief span of a gen­ 
eration is a man who started out by 
borrowing $1,000 to repair his roof 
and who has now become a capitalist.

try, the ease with which new trials are 
obtained on technical gronnds. obstruc­ 
tion of the decrees of the courts, etc., 
have attracted the attention of the na­ 
tion, and forced President T aft to lead 
In the movement for reform in our legal 
methods, but as compared to the French 
system ours, with all its faults, is per­ 
fection.—Boston Traveler.
